HONG KONG, Sepi. 13 
<R) — Japaoese Premier Ta- 
keo Fukuda's Middle East Hip 
woe B peat success and Asia's 
economic powerhouse is keen 
to develop closer relations with 
the states, Japanese officials 
said Wednesday. 

Pukuda, 73, the first Japa- 
nese head of government to 
visit the Middle East, stopp^ 
over here Wednesday after the 
week-long trip to Iran, ^tar, 
the Unit^ Arab Emirates and 
Saudi Arabia. He returns 
home Thursday. 

*'Tt was very much a sue* 
cess. He established personal 
contact with top lea^^. at- 
changed views on bilateral is- 
sues and on how to cope with 
the world economic situation," 
one Japanese official said. 

*‘We want to develop our 
reiations with the Middle East 
on the basis of .Inter-depen- 
denee. We would like to have 
jdot ventures and technical 
cooperation," he added. 

liie official said Japan and 
the on producing and export- 
ing states had a major bear- 
ing on the world economy. So 
cooperation was necessary 
both for their bilate- 
ral benefit and world stabili- 
ty. 

All the oil states Fukuda 
visited voiced concern about 
the slump in the value of the 
U.5. dollar and also over in- 
flationary tendencies in indus- 
trialized countries reflected in 
the price of iniported gooib, 
the officials said. 

- The OPrc countries are due 
to meet in Abu Dhabi in De- 
cember for their next price- 
fixing session but no hints of 
a possible increase emerged 
during Fukuda's discussions, 
'the officials said. 

Middle East states supply 80 


per cent of the oil needs of 
Japan, triuch in turn wants 
to provide techndogy and 
know-how for their develop- 
ment, the officials added, 

Pukuda also reiterated Ja- 
pan's view of the Middle East's 
political situation — for ins- 
tance. in a joint communique 
at the end of his Saudi Ara- 
bian visit, both sides agreed 
on the need for Israel to with- 
draw from all Arab territoriu 
occupied in 1967 and to re- 
cognize the legitimate rights 
of Palestinians, 

"They appreciated our po- 
sition," one JapaneM official 
commented about the political 
side of the four visits. 

Barlier Wednesday Fukuda 
told reporters Japan will dou- 
ble its economic aid to de- j 
vdopiog countries, including 
Peklstaa, within three years. - 

In an interview with Pakis- 
un television during his one- 
hour stopover in Karachi eiT 
route home from the Middle 
East, Fukuda said, "this was 
the way Japan has chosen to 
contribute toward woild 
peace." 

Fukuda said half of this 
economic aid would go to the 
developing countries of Asia, 
"because Japan itself is an 
Asian country and Japan's po- 
licy would be based on this." 

Saudi Ambassador to Japan 
Zain AI-Abdin Dabbagh said 
that Fukuda's visit aimed at 
fostering the ties of friendship 
between Saudi Arabia and Ja- 
pan. 

He described relations bet- 
ween both countries as "strong 
and solid," He said that Fu- 
kuda’s talks with Saudi offi- 
cials were "extremely cordial" 
and that their results were 
"very good."

Waldheim urges meeting 
of all M.E. adversaries 


UNITED NATIONS, Sept. 
13 (Agencies) — Secretary-Ge- 
neral Kurt Waldheim said Wed- 
nesday a new meeting involving 
all partia in the Middle But 
dispute will have to be held 
if a lasting peace is to be 
found. 

In his annual repon to the 
General Assembly on the work 
of the United Nations, Wal- 
dheim did not refer directly to 
the current Camp David sum- 
mit. 

But he said: "It remains to 
be seen what will finally come 
of the current attempt to break 
the prevailing imjMsse. 

"I remain convinced, how- 
ever. that whatever develop- 
ments may emerge, it will in 
the end be essentia] for all the 
parties concerned In the Mid- 
dle East to be brought together 
again in a ioint effort to find 
a way forward to a just and 
lasting settlement." 

He also said all the parties 
Involved would have to aban- 
don many preconceived ideas, 
make a serious effort to appre- 
ciate the difficulties of their 
adversaries and to come to 
terms with "the very harsh, 
and often unjust, realities of 
this most difficult of all inter- 
national probfems." 

The secretary-general, who 
late last year suggested holding 
a preliminary meeting of all 
parties to the Middle Bast dis- 
pute to pave the way for a re- 
sumption of the Geneva con- 
ference. said he had made var- 
ious suggestions and would do 
everything possible to help 
overcome the present stalemate. 

The Middle East situation 


yitaiiy affected not only inter- 
national peace and security but 
the interests of the world com- 
munity as a whole, he said. 

On l«beaon 

He cited events in Lebanon, 
saying ft was "a country which 
has literally been torn apart 
by the siresses and strains im- 
posed by the Middle East con- 
flict." 

Referring to the U.N. In- 
terim Force In Lebanon (UNI- 
•FTL) set up in March, he Mid 
the completion of its task 
would depend not only on a 
drastic improvement in the 
overall situation in Lebanon, 
but also on the prospects of an 
improvement in the Middle 
Bast situation as a whole. 

“At the risk of being mis- 
understood. T wish to say that, 
if there is to be any hope of a 
solution, all parties to the 
Middle East conflict need to 
abandon many preconceived 
ideas and ingrained attitudes, 
that all must make a serious 
effort to appreciate the difficul- 
ties of their advetMrles. and 
that all must make an attempt 
to come to terms with the very 
harsh, and often unjust, rea- 
lities of this most difficult of 
all international problems." 

The irony of the Middle East 
was that this historic mgion, 
which had given so much to 
civilization and was still a great 
and diverse reservoir of hu- 
man talent, had also become 
"a grave danger 10 the rcu of 
the world." 

"We must together rind some 
means of liberating the Middle 
East and all humanity from a 
nightmare that has lasted far 


too long." Waldheim declared. 

Alluding in Israeli-backed 
Christian forces which have 
prevented Lebanese government 
troops from entering parts of 
southern Lebanon, he said: 
“Here I only wish to mention 
the general problem which fa- 
ces the U.N. in dealing, within 
the territory of a sovereign 
country, with indigenous, rebel- 
lious armed groups supported 
from outside." 

He said peace-keeping forces 
could use force only in self- 
defense as a last resort. The 
strength of such a force lay 
not in its arms but "in iu pea- 
ceful and disciplined approach 
and in the political consensus 
which lies behind it." 

‘To resort to force is the 
last and least desirable course 
for a peace-keeping force. Ne- 
gotiation and persuasion must 
be the primary method for 
achieving its objectives. How- 
ever.* if such methods prove un- 
availing, the Security Council 
may well have to consider what 
other approaches are open to 
it under the charter." the sec- 
retary-general said. 

But he hoped that this stage 
would not he reached in sou- 
thern Lebanon and that ail con- 
cerned would he persuaded that 
"their best iniercsis lie in the 
restored authority and eilective- 
ness of (he governmeni of 1^- 
banon and in cooperation with 
peace-keepiiM forces of tbe 
U.N. In fulfilment of the deci- 
sions of (he Security Council."

Imam Sadr said in Iran 


KUWAIT, Sept. 13 (Agen- 
das) Imam Moussa Sadr, 
the missing spiritual leader of 
Lebanon’s Muslim Shiite sect, 
has entered Iran illegally, a 
Kuwait newspaper reported 
Wednesday. 

The daily “AJ-Wattan" quo- 
ted well-informed sources in 
Beirut as saying the Iranian- 
born Sadr frist Oew to the 
lEtiuopian capital of Addis 
Ababa after leaving Libya 10 
days ago. Sadr reached Iran 
by sea, according to the report. 

Sadr, leader of up to 
900,000 ^'te ■Muslims in Le- 
banon, had beeif strij^d of 
his Iranian citizenship last 
year because of his support 
for the Shah's main Shiite 
opponent, Ayatulla Khomeini. 

Meanwhile three Lebanese 
investigators left Beirut Wed- 
neaday for the Libyan capital

Sadr. 

In the meantime, it was 
announced that the in^matio- 
oal ..police orgaalzation Inter- 
pol had bees alerted and that 
the Palestine Liberation Orga- 
oizaUon ^LO) aiso was look- 
ing abroad for Sadr.

Christians 
on strike 
in Beirut 

BEIRUT. Sept. 13 (Agen- 
cies) — Christians went on a 
ooe-day general strike in the 
eastern sector of Beirut Wed- 
nesday, to protest what they 
called a "Syrian war of geno- 
cide” against them in Lebanon. 

Lebanese Muslims ignored 
tbe strike call. 

The strikers also demanded 
that the Syrian-dominated 
Arab Deterrent Force (AOF). 
which has been enforcing 
post-civil war security in Le- 
banon, quit the country when 
its current mandate expired on 
Oct. 26. 

Observers said the strike 
would have little practical e£- 
fect because most business ac- 
tivity in the Christian areas 
has been at a standstill since 
more than 200 civilians were 
kflled in fierce clashes early in 
July. 

Local residents said two 
shells slammed into a Palesti- 
oiao refugee camp in the west 
side of Beirut W^nesday, but 
there was no immediate word 
on casualties. 

They said it was not known 
who had fired the shells, whi- 
ch created panic in the dense- 
ly populated Shatila camp near 
the main road to the airport. 

Tbe sbeiis were fpilotved by 
an anonymous telephone call 
to the Civil Aviation Depart- 
ment demanding tbe closure 
of the airport during the strike. 
But tbe warning was ignored, 
airport sources reported.

Nurses may administer all 
drugs taken orally and all in- 
tramuscuLar injections not cited 
above and vaccines once an al- 
lergy test has been conducted. 

The circular drew the atten- 
tion of all doctors to the cor- 
rect drug dosage and concen- 
tration for each patient. They 
should use metric measures if 
the weight is not available. 

The directorate also urged 
them to restrict injections In 
outclinics and dispensaries to 
first aid and su(A drugs which 
cannot be administered orally 
such as insulin and some vac- 
cine. Vitamins should not be 
injKted as tablets or syrups are 
quite adequate. 

Physicians must use disposa- 
ble syringes and destroy them 
immedhitely.

a protocol visit by a U.S. war- 
ship to Somalia last month. 

“Certainly a few weeks ago 
there was a battleship, a war- 
ship. in Mogadishu, the capi- 
tal,'' he said. “Facilities' are 
iMing given. Therefore, that 
means a gesture from Somalia. 
As far as you (the U.S.) come 
as friends and you want to be

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13 
(R) — Tne World Bank said 
Wednesday the economies of 
the soQtheni European, Mid- 
dle Eastern and North African 
countries have -been adversdy 
affected by the slower than 
expected recovery in (he in- 
dustrialized world. 

In its annual report the 
Bank said exports ct non*oil 
goods and labor from the re- 
gton were particidarly affect* 
ed, with Turkey's export ear- 
nings declining and Portugal’s 
conUnuing balance of pay- 
ments proems owing in part 
to sloggish exports. 

But (Cyprus and Jordan on 
the other hand benefitted 
substantially from exports of 
agricultural and manufactur- 
ed 9>od5 to oil-producing 
countries, leading Jordan to 
make sdbhtianUaL' Aivestments 
to increase agricultural produc- 
tion in the Jordan V^ey. 

Afghanistan is also export- 
ing food to the Gulf area, 

. while remittances £rom immig- 
rant labor in tbe oil exporting 
■countries are vny important 
finaneially for Egypt, Jordan, 
Sudan, the Yemens, Afghanis- 
tan and Syria. 

The effect of the sluggish- 
ness in tbe industrial world’s 
economy on the region was 
also partially o£&et by increa- 
^ aid payments from the oil 
Reporters, with Egypt, Jordan, 
Sym and the Nonh Yemen 
major recipients. 

The slowing of migration 
to Europe from North Afri- 
ca has given add^ in^us 
to (he Ma^ireb countries to 
strength efforts to increase- 
domestic employment, with- 
Algeria for instance making 
large investments in new in- 
idnstrics. ! 

The Bank said the non-oil 
countries of the region are 


continuing their efforts to re- 
duce dependence on petroleum 
imports, with Romania spee- 
di^-up its ^oris to develop 
indigenous fuels and Tunisia 
studying how to exploit its 
gas resources, 

pie Baok also said that 
while figures on aid payments 
ixom membeis of OPEC were 
much less firm than those 
from the industrial • countries, 
OPEC foreign aid last year 
apparently rose to about 59 
billion in 1977 from 57.96 
billion in 1976. 

OPEC aid payments repre- 
sented about three per cent of.

Bank warns on urgency 
of larger food output 


WASHINGTON. SopL 13 
(R) — The World Bank Wed- 
nesday warned of the urgent 
need for increased aid to boost 
food production in tbe Third 
World if tbe ihrMt of disas- 
ter and starvation is to be 
averted. 

Its annual report said loans 
to devdoping countries bad 
to be heavily wrighed in fa- 
vor of food production andj 
aid for small farmers and the' 
rural poor to prevent a huge 
food shortage. 

If m^or strides were not 
made in the abxi few years, 

' the food shortage in the deve- 
loping world could be as much 
as 145 million tons by 1990. 
Of that amount about half the 
difference would occur in the 


impoyerished countries of son-’ 
th Asia and Africa. 

There was uttie prospect 
that these countries would be~ 
able to buy food from abroad 
to make up the difference, gi- 
ven the outlook for their for-’ 
eign exchange earnings, the 
rqiort said, adding: “The con- 
sensus, therefore, is that these' 
coontries must grow additional 
food on their own soil and 
that hard policy decisions need' 
to be taken to make that pos- 
siUe." 

The'Bank has been gradual-' 
ly shifting its lending prog- 
rams toward food prt^uction. I 
During the financial year* 
.wluch ended last 'June 30, as 
much as 40 per cent of the 
68.75 biUioD it Irat was chan- 
nelled' to agricidtural projects.

A strong ruler is never so vulnerable as when he un- 
bends. The first serious violence in Iran, when there were 
riots ia Qom in January and in Ta-briz 40 days later, was 
di smi s s ed by the Shah and bis government as the work of 
foreign infiltrators and Islamic-Ma mists. 

At the time it is possible the government underestimated 
the de{Kh of feeliag among the urban poor in the bazaar 
quarters of Tehran and Isfahan. Instead, the ^ah launched 
and then persisted with a *‘Ubenilization** policy that was cer- 
tainly pleasing in the eyes oi the sententious West, exiles and 
a small group of city intellectuals but could offer little satis- 
faction to the majority of city dwdilers. 

Many of them are rural migrants who since 1976. have 
watted thw real tnetxn^ fall in 4ie face of mounting infla- 
tion and spiraling rents. A Western-style jwess or the recrudeb 
cence of the old political groupings of the Mossad^ era 
could mean nothing to them. They have simply acted as tb^ 
grandfathers acted in 1906 — taken their instinctive grievances 
onto the streets. 

For the Shah, the disturbances must be a bitter dis- 
tq>pointffieDt. They originate with the common people to 
whom he has always been a champion, firstly against an en- 
trenched lan^ord class and more recently against exploita- 
tion by foreigners and Iranian entrepreneurs. 

Over the last three years the Shah, aibsorbed in dynasfic . 
plans and occupied with an increasingly edeetic foreign “ 
policy, has delegated the more human and personal duties of 
die monarchy to the Empress. Smne say be has lost touch 
with the ordinary_people who are his strength. 

Ayatollah Khcxnaini, the leading Shiite <k^ae, has called 
frcMn oule for the Sbzh to abdicate. The strength of the 
'Shah’s sujn>ort means that is unlBcely to happen unless some 
other element, the armed forces or a foreign power, directly 
enters the arena against him. 

Neverdidess he has bad to cede a measure of his autho- 
rity. He has seen his attempts at Westem-style Ubendism shelv- 
,ed for the six months of the martial law pniod and almost • 
certainly longer; he has been obliged to cancel foreign policy | 
initiatives and may need to delay the elections promised for 
.next July; be has assented to the ooliiical free^g of bis . 
most trusted lieutenant, ex-ft'emiCT and now ex-Coim Minister 
Amir Abbas Hoveida. 

These must be harsh blows and the future is uncertain. • 
It is good that be has curbed the overblown state security ap- 
paratus that in the Shah's own words was 'becoming a gov- 
' ernment within the government'. The Shah must now think • 
of his son and the consolidation of finn institutions on which 
the crown prince may build bis own authority. Above all, 

‘ must devise some less pernicious platform for ils people • 
to air their grievances than the streets.

KINGSTON, 

Away from this lush, moun- 
taio-capped Caribbean island. 
Prime Minister Michael Man- 
ley likes to portray Jamaica 
as a major force in the strag- 
gle by develojnng nations to 
become economically indepen- 
dent. In speeches in various 
world capitals. Manley calls 
repeatedly for a “new inmna- 
tfonal economic order** for 
poorer countries. He often 
laments big-power “imperia- 
lism.” 

At home, however, Manley 
is bdng forced to put his 
country's economy throu^ 
the wringer, precisdy to satis- 
fy the demands of these very 
industrial nations. Almost 
bankrupt from an outsized 
balance of payments deficit, 
Jamaica has had to take ont 
a S244 million, three-year loan 
from the International Mone- 
tary Fund. And that means 
meeting IMF terms for getting 
its economy up to snuff. 

Jamaica's new belt-ti^iteD- 
ing is one of 21 cases in the 
past several years in which the 
IMF has required borrnwkig 
nations to take stringent aus- 
terity measures to qualify for 
multilaterai aid — part of the 
l3(Vmeinber organization's 
growing power in the face of 
changing economic conditions. 
Technically, the Fund doesn't 
mandate specific policy chan- 
ges. But k wmi't lend the mo- 
ney until it’s satisfied with a 
country’s program. 

To meet the IMF's condi- 
tions, Jamaica began in July 
gulping down a harsh dose of 
economic medicine that in- 
cludes a massive 30 per cent 
devaluation of his curren- 
cy, stringent controls on im- 
ports, a series of big tax in- 
creases on manufacturing and 
tourists, higher interest rates, 
limits on credit expansion and 
a tight wage ceiling on wor- 
kers' raises. 

The resuh has been a vir- 
toal Aock wave for already 
hard-hit Jamaican workers, 
and a new jolt for the island’s 
dose-knit middle class that has 
scot many fleeing to the Unit- 
ed States. Despite government 
subsidies, prices of many no- 
cessities-— such as food and 
gasoUne--have jumped more 
than 30 per cent since early 
May. Domestic business is off. 
Jobs are scarce. 

Manley's “Democratic So- 
cialist” government, which 


won a landslide victory last 
December before the country's 
financial straits were made 
public, is now coming under 
increasing criticism from both 
labor and business. Although 
the charismatic Manley is not 
up for reelection until 1981, 
his supporters concede the3r*Fe 
no longer fully confident of 
his being returned to office. 

Admittedly, tenns or no 
terms, almost everyone in Jap 
maica agrees the hardship 
would have been a lot stif^ 
if the IM'F had rejected Ja- 
toaica’s loan application. 
“Without the IMF money,” a 
high JamaicaD ofiSciid says, 
“private banks would have cur- 
tailed their leading and for- 
eign exporters would have cut 
off short-term credit,” stifling 
needed trade. 

WHh problems of that mag- 
oitude, the remedies would 
have been harsher. *To try to 
go it alone would have meant 
operating a siege economy,” a 
&ance ministry official said. 
“You'd viituaDy have to re- 
tire from international com- 
merce, which would be next 
to suicide for a country that 
has to import as modi ' as we 
do. And that would' mean ser- 
ious political ujAuval. 
There re^y was no choice.” 

The question is, did tiie 
go too far in prodding Jamai- 
ca to accept these harsh 
terms, and how niuch did 

Manley's government have to 
say alx>ut what polides it 

would adopt to meet the 

Fund’s terms? Manl^ himsdf 
often has criticized intema- 
tional lending agendes for 
failing to take account of the 
“fragile'* ecmiomies of deve- 
loping countries. 

The negotiations leading up 
to the July loan «»"^f a gainat 
a backdrop of continued dec- 
line in the Jamaican econcany. 
Caught amid high ofl prices, 
falling revenues from its sugar 
exports and a tradition of heavy 
government spending, Jamaica 
gradually ran dom ita^mone- 
tary reserves. Inflauon inten- 
sified. Layoffs increased. Hie 
nation was fadng an econo- 
mic disaster. 

In 1977, Manley applied for 
— and got— a J78 milUon line 
of credit from the Fund. But 
after months of half-hearted 
cutbacks— including an abor- 
tive austerity program impos- 
ed after Manl^ won his De- 
cember 1976 re-election — Ja- 
maica failed to meet previous- 
ly agreed on economic targets, 
and the Fund closed the win- 
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dow on the loan. The govem- 
ment tried to get along with- 
out the IMF's hdp but even- 
tiially it asked for ano ther 
loan. 

Last February, an IMF field 
team flew down to Jamaica to 
begin negotiations for tiie 
loan, but — with the previous 
year's performance in mind — 
insisted on a much tourer 
set of conditions. On IMF 
prodding, Jamaica was forced 
even before the talks b^n to 
agree to a IS per cent curren- 
cy devaluation. When nego- 
tiators did sit down in earn- 
est, Fund officials were deci- 
dedly stem. 

Just how mudi Jamaica was 
coerced into adopting the po- 
licies it did. and how much 
flexibility it bad to pick and 
choose, depends on the pers- 
pective. Although both sides 
agree that the Fund didn't ac- 
tually dictate the measures k 
wanted Manley to adopt, the 
goals the field team set were 
so specific, it was hard to 
avoid the tough decisioDS. 

The Fund team was headed 
by David Finch, a Specta- 
cled, fiftyish Australian 
has spent his career as an 
IMF field representative. Far 
from being dictatorial, Ja- 
maican officials report, Hach 
and other staffers were . al- 
most deferential about v^at 
policies Jamaica would have 
to. adopt (Earlier, flinch had 
handled loans to Italy and the 
UX. as well). 

As a Jamaican official in. 
on the talks describes it, 
“They never told us specifical- 
ly what policies we had to 
follow to qualify. All they 
would say was. *You show 
me what you want to do' and 
1*11 tell you if Ks correct.’ By 
the end, we were pleading 
with them, 'Please just impose 
your conditions and be done 
with it' But they said Jamai- 
ca had to make up its own 
mind.” 


To their credit, Hnch and 
other team members spent their 
first several weeks lifflpty study- 
ing the Jamaican situation, con- 
feriog with union and business 
leaders to see bow much each 
side would be willing to sacri- 
fice. In the process, even Ja- 
maican officials were aston/sh- 
ed at their thoroughness. “1 
learned a lot about this island,” 
one says, “that 1 ffidn’t know 
before.” 

The negotiators’ jobs also 
were made easier because the 
loan was carried out under a 
new form of lending pool that 
gives borrowing nations up to 
three years — in contrast to 
the normal one year — to gM 
their financial houses back in 
order. And a Western observer 
adds pointedly: “There also was 
more-than-usual regard for ap- 
pearances. The IMF people 
were weH aware of Third-World 
attitudes toward the- Fund.” 

But ultimately, finance minis- 
try policynukei^ say. Finch 
was determined about what Ja- 
maica could and couldn't do. 
'Tb’s by far the toughest nego- 
tiator rve ever run into,” says 
one senior official here. “He'd 
never say no — just sit there, 
patiently, like some sort of 
professor, and then say, ‘Yes, 
but ....’ The sowing thing was 
be was so nice about it you 
coulchi't get angry.” 

By April, there were only 
two maifor points of disagree- 
mcsit: 

Jamaican officials resented 
Finch's demand that they de- 
value their currency by 30 
per cent (15 per cent at the 
start, and 1.5 per cent a month 
until ibe 30 cent is reach- 
ed). “Our feeling was that 15 
per cent in total would have 
been enough,” a high Jamaican 
official recalls. “But we finally 
had to do it, all 30 per cent.” 

— The second was the gov-i 
enunent’s plans to take oveij 
all importing tiirough a state 
trade corporation. The IMF 
team contended that with so 
many of Jamaica’s trade trans- 
actions now coming throu^ 
U.S. and British subsidiaries, a 
takeover now would discourage- 
needed expansion. The result! 
was a compcomise: Jamaical 
would “monitor” imports, and! 
if titings got out of hand,j 
Manl^ could publidy call aH 


tendon to the problem. 

On the rest of the pMkage, 
there was “virtual unanimity.” 
a ministry official asserts: Ja- 
maica would devalue its dollar 
according to the IMP formula. 
Manley would try to hold the 
tine on government spending 
and boost taxes to reduce the 
budget deficit, imports would 
be coDiroUed tightly and wage 
increases would be held to IS 
per cent. 

There’s no question these 
policies have -resulted in hard- 
ships. Since the program weru 
into effect, prices have risen 
sharply for almost everything, 
including basic necesMties. Re- 
tail sales have fallen off visibly, 
in some cases by as much as 
40 per cent. And workers, de- 
prived of catch-up pay increa- 
ses, are being caught in a 
squeeze. 

For Jason R., a 48-year-old 
worker, the dilemma is acute. 
The gaum father of six earns 
540 a week at his full-time job. 
But he must spend $30 for food 
aJone, $10 a week for rent, SS 
for transportation and $10 for 
lunches for his school-age 
youngsters. 

For DOW, Jason R. is eking 
out a living by Upping into 
a small nest e^ the family 
accured when his wife worked 
as a domestic in ibe United 
States a few years ago. Bui in 
two weeks, that money will be 
'^ne, and Mr. R's visa expired 
in the interim. “We buy a lot 
less of everything.” he says. 
“One pound of flour instead 
of two, half of what we used 
to iKfore.” 

Lascelles Beckford, labor 
chief of the opposition-aHied 
' Bustainanet Industrial Trade 
Union, says such pinching has 
become commonplace for Ja- 
maica's poorer worken, many 
of whom still earn the national 
minimum wage of $24 a week. 
“You try to write down a typi- 
cal family’s budget,” be says, 
“and you just look at the figu- 
res and crumple up the paper. 
But it's true.” 

Moreover, the squeeze is so 
bad k's even hitting the middle 
class, many of whom are sim- 
ply giving up and enoigrating to 
i Maanii . AlviD B., a 29-yeaT-old 
bank manager, is planning now 
for just such a move.

'Earlier this year, the Near* 
East Section of the library of 
Congress started worit on the 
compilation of a Near East 
NatiomiJ Union List 

Primarily a locat^ device, 
a Nation Union List can be 
constructed with various speci- 
fications and restrictions to pro- 
duce the type of list needed. 

Ihe list presently under woik 
win be made up of Arabic al* 
phabeta languages. These in- 
.clude, Arabic, Persian, Ottoman 
«nd Modem Turkish, and 
Pushto, a language spoken in 
Afgfaamstan. It not in- 
clude Urdu or such langtiages 
as Malay in Arabic characters. 

The will be further res- 
tricted by not includi^ books 
originalJy in an Arabic al{>ba* 
beta lan ^ a g ft that have been 
translated into a Romance 
lai^uage such as English or .. 
French.' However, books writ- 
,ten ia a Romance language 
'trantiated into an Arabic lan- 
guage will be included. 

The project is curreutly in 
its earliest stages. 

Throughout the years, library 
ies from all over the Uni^ 
States and /'Canada havc perio- 
dically sent cards to the Library 
of Congress reporting tbe books 
they acquire. 

Reports of books in Roman- 
ce languages are filed in ^ a 
-•Nation^ Union Catalog major 
tained by tbe library. Reports 
of books in other languages are 
sent to their respective sections 
for storage. 

To compile the Near East 
National Union List, the re- 


ports of Arabic alpbabeta lan- 
guage books will be compiled 
with cards found in the Library 
of Congress catalog. All the 
locations of a particular book 
will be listed on one card. The 
duplicate cards wiU ffien be 
disCTrded. 

I 

Other information concere- 
ing the books will include au- 
thor, title, editor, date and place 
of publiratioa and Library of 
Osngress number. 

The list itstif will be main- 
tained at the Library of Con- 
gress. However, plans have al- 
ready been disciiraed with seve- 
re publishing firms for the 
publication of the list in book 
form. The book would then be 
made available to libraries 
around tbe country. 

The final plans are com- 
puterize the list for easy access. 
This presents two problems. 
Dne, there are great irregulari- 
ties and inconsistencies among 
tbe reports sent in from the 
various libraries. Two, at tiiis 
point in time, there is no 
conqntfer that “understands” 
Arabic. 

‘To overcome this, Uk list will ’ 
be Romanized. This is not a 
procM of translating the Ara- 
bic into English but, rather a 
transUteration of Arabic alpha- ^ 
beta sounds into Rooiao let- 
ters. 

The project, which will take 
four people an estimated three 
years to complete, is being 
fimded by grants from the Al- 
Darriyah l^tute for Solar 
Enetgy in Geneva and from the 
■U.S. National Endowment for 
the Humanities. The total bud- 
get for the project is in the 
neighborhood of ^00.000. 

For, tbe AJ^Darriyab Institute, 
which is usually involved in 
solar energy programs, this 
project is not so far from ^ 
norm. The Institute maintains 
its own energy library. Many 
of the volumes are in Arabic 


and under their present catalcu. 
ing system they are having dim- 
ci&ies filing th^ 

Tbe Libr^ of Congress 
projects beside helping students 
and scholars, is hoped, to come. 
up with a system that can be 
used in the library at the Ins- 
titute. 

When completed, besides be- 
ing a time-saving device for 
lorating books, the Near East 
•Union List will also be able 
to provide Interesting bits of 
information.

Greek discovery 

ATHENS, Greece — The 
rare discovery ol a 13th cen- 
tnry B.C. Mycenean palace on 
Paros Island has for tbe first 
time provided evidence of 
such an ancient palatial site 
'being^ destroyed by wars of 
the time, archeologists have 
disclosed. 

The ruins, found on Paros' 
plateau of Koukounaries, some 
150 kilometers southeast of 
Athens in the Aegean Sea, 
■brought to light human and 
5]^^ retnains and valuables 
under the dt^ris of the pa- 
lace which had been destroyed 
fire. 

The discjosuie was made 
by tbe atcavating team, head- 
ed by Dr. Demetrius &bilar- 
research associate of Pen- 
nsylvania University Museum.

evideiKe tiiat Koukounaries 
•was one of tbe most impor- 
tant centers of the Mycenean

Not surprisingly, union lea- 
ders have protested the govern- 
ment's new wage ceiling, which 
is preventing workers from 
keeping up with the new rise 
in prices. Even the Manley- 
affiliated National tVorkm’ 
Union is criticizing the piirae 
minister's policies. Says the 
NWU’s president. Carlise Dun- 
kley: ”^at we’re saying is, 
‘what assurances can you give 
us on prices?' And they can’t.” 
Business leaders also are up- 
set Bruce Rickards, a director 
of Grace-Kennedy and Com- 
pany. a major food distributor 
here, complains that “many 
items have now been priced 
out of the reach of ordinary 
citizens.

Another top official puts it 
more candidly: “Just look at 
the alternatives, ” be rays. “Bi- 
lateral aid is a possibility whra 
you have sympathetic men in 
the state depai^ent, but other- 
wise 1 really prefer internatio- 
nal organizations. And the big 
multinational bank boys are 
nice guys — when you don’t 
need them. When you’re in a 
bind, they just disappear...”

Living legend, ghetto kid limber up for Friday’’ s 

Aliithe toll of years 
only the doctor sees

NEW ORLEANS Sept. 12 (A^Wheo Muhammad Afi 
and Leon Spinks start pununeling each other in their return 
tide fight here^ Friday night, a balding, bespectacled man may 
be DOted at ringside, cringing and suffering with every blow 
thrown at the aging ex<hampioD. 

“On the outside Ali may look like be used to ” says Dr. 
Ferdie Pacheco, “but inside he looks like any other fighter 
who has absorbed punishment for 18 years. 

“As a physician, I see more than a great physical spe- 
cimen, a Ixave and rnagn^cem fighter, I see tbe dama gfi! done.

The kid that grew up in a St. Louis Ghetto is Some- 
body. He isn't tbe best figbiei that ever was. but he is the 
heavyweight champion of ihcworid and the conqueror of 
Muhammad Ali. 

Leon Spinks knows where be came from, what he is 
and is learning what he cun be. 

‘Td like to be a world figure but I'd like to be a 
world figure my way/' said Spinks. 

At the moment, he is mainly u figure of curiousiiy, 
a freak who beat a living legend. 

In the minds of many people be can't do it again Fri- 
day night in the Superdome. 

Spinks is fatalist under pressure. “1 don't do any predic- 
ting," he said of bis rematch wiih .Mi. "The best man wins. 
The man . upstairs says you jus> gonna win, you ain't 
gonna win.” 

But while the specter of defeat doesn't seem to frigh- 
ten him, be is spurred by the knowledge that a victory 
takes him farther up the road from poverty. Poverty ts the 
world that .shaped him and he never .vants to visit it again. 

“1 ^nk about the ghetto Spinks said before a train- 
ing sasion. “1 think why do 1 want to go back and play 
my life us a repeat? You don't want to go back where 
you c ame from, if you do, you're u food." 

Tbe 25-year-old Spinks doesn't, fit the mold ol a fool. 
But his public image since he won tbe title has been one 
of carelessness, recklessness even- He didn't seem to give 
a damn. * 

Spinks, painfully aware of the endless comparisons 
with,^ Ali — "Ah is one hell of promoter. He's a hell of a 
man" — said his image has been distorted. 

. &noe_ winning the title on Feb. 5, Spinks has 'bad several 
run-ins with the police for dri ving violations and one con- 
cerning <lrugs. The drug charge was dismissed but the inci- 
dcsBt, like the others, was wid ely played in the news. 

“A lot of people in the press turn things around and 
maiuptilate things against me be said. To emphasize that 
be is his own man, he said: “They ain't puttin' no food 
on my table. They ain't put ting no clothes on my back. 

'Tm learning to deal with, the world tbe way 1 want 
to."

JERUSALEM. Sept. 13 (R) 
••Israeli Transport and Com* 
munications Minister Meir 
Amii resigned Wednesday fol- 
lowing the break-up of the mo- 
derate Democratic Movement 
for Change (DMCl party, gov- 
ernment sources said. 

After sharp policy differen- 
ces, the party, which comman- 
ded iS seats in the 120-mem- 
ber Knesset (parliament), split 
into three political groups. One 
is headed by deputy Prime Mi- 
nister Yigael Yadin who has 
decided lo remain in the gov- 
ernment. 


Haile Mariam as guest ot honor 
as the parade passed before 
them in the crowded Revolu- 
tion Square. 

Addis Aoaba Radio moni- 
tored here, broadcast a com- 
meniary on the parade and a 
brief' speech by Mengistu. The 
Cuban leader arrived Tuesday 
from u brief stop-over in Mos- 
cow where he met Soviet Pre- 
mier AlexeL Kosygin. 

Mengistu told the crowd 
Wednesday that until a clas^ 
less bihiopian society was crea- 
ted the armed forces would be 
necessary. 

At the end of the parade 10 
soldiers threw onto the ground 
in the center of Revolution 
Square the flags of neighboring 
Somalia, the Eritrean Libera- 
tion groups and internal Ethio- 
pian opposition groups and set 
fire to them as the huge crowd 
roared approval. 

The radio said that Tuesday 
night the Cuban leader accept- 
ed a decoration from Mengistu 
on behalf of the Cuban army 
and the Cuban troops killed in 
the war against the Somalis. 

There were no Cuban troops 
in the parade Wedn&sday, but 
diplomatic sources estimated 
there were still about 13,000 of 
them in Ethiopia.

Nixon plans to write 
‘The Real President’ 

NEW YORK, Sept. 13 (Ag- 
encies) — Former President 
■Richard Nixon stepped back 
into the public eye to give ad- 
vance publicity to his latest 
book, tentatively called "The 
Real President." and discussing 
the challenges he believes will 
fece American presidents up 
to the year 2000. He said he 
has cancelled his plans to go 
abroad to work on the new 
book. 

Nixon signed a contract with 
Warner Brothers for the book 
to be published next Autumn 
and then held a news conferen- 
ce — one of his rare meetings 
with the press since the Wate^ 
gate scandal forced h'is resig- 
nation in August 1974. 

The former president told re- 
porters the media in the Um'ied 
States was very powerful and 
many Congress members and 
Bovemment officials fell terro- 
rized by this, rightly or wrong- 
ly. • 

Me declared that if the m^ 
dia were not responsible with 
that power. "It will come uiwn 
hard times. I’ni not speaking 
of censorship. I’m talking of 
credibility.” _ 

His earlier book. "R.N. me- 
moirs" has already sold more 


than 300,000 copies, Warner 
Brothers executives say. 

Nixon said he had put off 
plans to go abroad untU next 
year so be could finish his 
book, probably by next spring. 

His travel plans had already 
received a sharp rebuff with an 
announcement by the Austra- 
lian government, that a i^nest 
to make an official visit and 
call on Prime Minister Malcolm 
Fraser would be "inopportune." 

But Nixon played down the 
cool reception from Australia. 

and according to reports from 
other countries, saying: *‘We 

have not ever ever expected to 
make official visits.” 

The new book, looking to- 
ward the U.S. role in the worid 
the rest of the century, is in- 
tended to be far less ambi- 
tious than the 1,120-page me- 
moirs completed in the spring 
after working on it for 3^ 
years. Warner books paid 
Nixon S2 million for the woric, 
now in the third hard cover 
printing. 

Nixon wrote one earlier 
book, "six crises." 

The former president had 
breadfast with Henry A. Kiss- 
inger, who was his secretary 
of state. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 13 
(R)-The widow of Lee Harvey 
Oswald told congressmen Wed- 
nesday that her husband ad- 
mired John F. Kennedy, the 
president he was accused of 
killing. 

Oswald's Russian-born win 
dow Marina, in her first public 
testimony atom the murder, 
told the House of Representa- 
tives Assassinations Committee 
that her husband had always 
spoken very highly of the late 
president. 

The committee is invntlgat- 
ing the life and beliefs of Os- 
wald, named by the official 
Warren Commission as the only 
assassin in Dallas on Novem- 
ber 22, 1963. 

"What 1 teamed about Presi- 
dent Kennedy 1 learned throu^ 
Lee." she told the committee. 
"He always spoke in very 
complimentary wa)« about the- 
president and it seems he was 
boasting at how young and 
attra'ctivr the president of the 
United States is." 

Oswald never exhibited any 
hostility towards the man he 
was accused of assassinating, 
and "whatever he said about 
President Kennedy it was only 
. good palways." 

Security was tight in and 
around the hearing room as 
Osv#ald's slim and attractive 37- 
year-okl widow, wearing a 
striped dress and vrith a page- 
boy hairstyle testified. 

• Oswald's widow, who mar- 
ried Dallas electrician Kenneth 
'Porter two years after the Ken- 
nedy assassination and her hus- 
band's subsequent murder by 
flight club owner Jack Ruby, 
spoke in subdued tones. 

'• She told the committee that 
'O^ld rarely discussed polity 
xduring their two-year marriage. 

Asked what Oswald's poUd-. 
cal views were while he was 
in the Soviet Union she rqp- 
IL^: To tell you the truth 1 
don’t know . . .1 wasn’t inter- 
ested in politics." 

But she said that Oswald, 
who had gone to the Soviet 


Union in 1959, started com- 
plaining. about the cold weather 
onIy'« few months after they 
were married ai Minsk in Ap- 
ril 1961. 

Sie told the committee that 
while (he couple lived in Minsk 
some of. their neighbors were 
employed by the MVD, later 
the KGB. She assumed that

Dollar crumbles again 
in heavy Europe trade 


LONDON, Sept. 13 (AP)- 
The U.S. dollar fell sharply 
against most major currencies 
in hectic afternoon trading in 
Europe Wednesday, after heavy 
sdling of dollars for Swiss 
francs. 

The price of gold bullion 
jumped S2 an ounce. 

Dealers cited a number of 
ftictors for the dollar’s renewed 
descent, which followed a rela- 
tively- stable two weeks' trad- 
ing. 

Profit-taking nervousness 
about Thursday's U.S. Senate 
debate on the natural gas bill, 
and reports that die Soviet 
bank was selling dollars contri- 
buted to the plunge, dealers 
said. 

But an overriding considera- 
tion, some dealers said, was 
worry about possible oil price 
hikes and other consequences 
if Mtdeast summit, talks at 
Camp David fail. 

Meanwhile, Saudi Petroleum 
Minister Sheikh Ahmed Zaki 
Yamani said his country will 
decide in the next few weeks 
whether to back demands for 
an oil price hike at the next 
meeting of the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) in Abu Dhabi in De- 
cember. This decision may 
hinge on U.S. President Car- 
ter’s ability to achieve peace 
initiatives in the Middle EasL 

The dollar is susceptible to 
rumors and hints of trouble af- 
ter it$ year-long decline on for- 
eign exchanges, caused in part 


by a big U.S. trade deficit and 
worsening American inflation.
